J B Ranch CWMU Description 
 
The J. B. Ranch CWMU is located on the Colorado - Utah state line near the southeast corner 
of Grand County and the northeast corner of San Juan County.  The high point of the Unit is  
mid- to south at 8900 feet.  From here it drops in elevation to the north and to the south. 
In the north John Brown Creek starts at 8800 feet and flows north exiting the Unit in the north- 
west corner at 7500 feet.  John Brown Creek is also supported by Pace Lake at 8200 feet. 
In the south Rock Creek cuts the southwest corner ranging from 7400 feet to 7500 feet.  Sally 
Hollow also cuts the south part of the Unit ranging from 8100 feet to 8900 feet. 
 
Over half of the J. B. Ranch Cooperative Wildlife Management Unit (CWMU) is covered with 
Rocky Mountain Gambel Oak-Mixed Montane Shrubland (41), especially in the northern  
part of the unit.  The other major land cover type contributor is Rocky Mountain Ponderosa 
Pine Woodland (34).  There is a larger Pondersoa Pine Woodland patch in the south and  
this type is more scattered in the north. 
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
